Tcxarkana, Tex., July 13 (AP) — 


Sheriff Monroe Walls said lhat Wil- 
lie Vinson, 25-year-old Negro sus- 
pected of the allemplcd rape of a 
while woman, was lakon from a 
hospilal by a group of men and 
hanged early today to a winch at 
a cotton gin outside the cily. 


Watts said the' condition of the 


Negro's body indicated it has been 
dragged behind an automobile be- 
fore being hanged, but Iherc wore 
no bullcl wounds olhcr lhan one re- 
ceived when Vinson was caplured 
early Sunday morning in a 
cafe 


where he was employed. 


Vinson had been lenlalivoly iden- 


tified by the woman involved. 


The sheriff declared he had in- 


vestigated the lynching but 
had 


made no arrests and had no clues. 


"The nurses in the hospital didn't 


get a good look al them, it hap- 
pened so quickly," he said. "No- 
body seems to know who 
they 
were." 


Vinson was employed as a dish- 


washer in the cafe.

She was sleeping beside her 19- 
month-old son. Her husband was at 
work. 


The sheriff said the woman be- 


gan screaming when her assailant 
tried to drag her to a wooded sec- 
tion. She wrenched free. Neighbors 
ran out and the Negro fled. They 
chased him down the street into a 
cafe, the sheriff related, where a 
fight followed. Vinson, the sheriff 
said, picked up a butcher knife and 
one of the men in the cafe shot 
him in the slomach. 


"The Negro, he 
added, "was 


taken to a hospital. Today a litllc 
after midnight some fellows came 
into Ihe hospital. Vinson was on a 
lower floor, like a basement

With the British Navy Airforce in

ships hurled more than 705 tons of.

New Way to 
Make Rubber 


Washington, July 13 (AP) — Eu- 


gene J. Houdry, president of Ihe 
Houdry Prcoess Corporalion ,told a 
Senate committee today that his 
firm had developed a process of 
converting Butane, a gaseous hy- 
dro-carbon, into 
butadiene, 
the 


base for synthetic rubber, employ- 
ing two steps in a single unit. 


He explained that the process 


consisted of one conversion 
and 


on epurification step "as compared 
lo four or five steps of other com- 
pelilive processes using petroleum 
hydrocarbons." 


"The outstanding feature of the 


Houdry process — high yeilds and 
methods of heat utilization," Houd- 
ry testified before a Senate agri- 
culture committee investigating the 
availability of farm products 
foi 


synthetic rubber, "results in th< 
lowest requirements of new plan 
production." 


This meant, he added, that new 


plants could be Built quicker with 
less use of "critical' mlffterials'.Mow 
er costs and "with real simplicitj 
of operation."

from grain alcohol raised by Don

Stalingrad Is 
Threatened by 
New Spearhead 


—Europe

Moscow, July 13 (AP) — The bat- 


tle of the Don valley took a grave 
new turn today with the Germans 
pointing a menacing spearhead to- 
ward the Volga and the great in- 
dustrial center _ of Stalingrad from 
bloodily won positions a scant 200 
miles away. 


After driving 170 miles eastward 


in a week, the Nazis were in the ' 
vicinity of the town of Boguchar, 
their deepest penetration of Soviet 
soil thus far, and were throwing 
tanks and planes by the hundreds 
and men by the thousands 
into 
their thrust. 


With the position of the Red arm- 


ies becoming more precarious, the 
fighting in this southern sector to- 
day developed into a two - way 
German drive, one across the Don 
before Voronezh and the 
other 


sweeping down the Don valley be- 
tween the Don and the Donets. 


Both these operations are of suf- 


ficient strength to carry unques- 
tioned threats.to Rostov, the North 
Caucasus and middle Volga rei 
gions.

The lower end of the German 


drive across the Don valley,, which 
has, pushed ,the Russians from Lisi^l 
'ehanskr'pfese'nfed' a' menace ^of 
growing proportions. There Mar-" 
shal Timoshenko's forces were* ini 
a new line of defense which could, 
not be less than 125 miles of Ros- 
tov and 225 miles west of Stalin- 
grad.

"I can't 
understand how 
he 


stood up under it," Dr. Terhaar 
commented at Tulsa en route back 
to Los Angeles. 


"Imagine yourself placed against 


a wall and having 250 pounds of 
pressure applied to your chesl con- 
stantly for that length of time. A 
healthy person shouldn't be able 
to stand it, let alone one in 
his 


weakened condition." 


At first, Williams was unable to 


stand the lung because of the radi- 
cal change it caused in his breath- 
ing habits. 


"The lung expands his 
chest 


and draws air into it. 
Artificial 


respiration compressed the chest 
and he had had so much of it his 
chesl was almost pressed flat. 


"The lung has relieved him so 


much that he is able now to breathe 
for as long as two and one-half 


hours without help. When he over- 
comes the bad breathing habits he 
had established he should be com- 
fortable." 


His physicians said there was no 


hope for Williams' recovery.

ONE WORRIED ITALIAN 
I also read German newspapers.

said "Inglese!" making a Ihroal 
culling gesture. I grinned at him 
and made an offensive remark in 
English but in a quiet tone of voice. 
He could not understand, but t h e 
tone pleased him and he went off. 


While talkini w i t h Ihe Ger- 


man fitters as they worked, it was 
interesting lo learn they had been 
told German casualties on the Rus- 
sian fronl were 1GO.OOO. I suggesl- 
ed 1,600,000 as a more reasonable 
figure bul they received if coldly. 


About 12 o'clock I was trans- 


ferred to anolher Iruck which was 
going around wilh petrol. There

Sixty miles drove in all without 


seeing a soul and then al a deserl 
junction crossroads I found my old 
friend Peter Swordes, who was lost 
as I was. We sat down lo a good 
lunch off Ihe German ralions in 
my Iruck, Ihen set off logelher, 
evenlually meeting one of the in- 
fantry companies of a considerable 
British force. 


I said "Good morning."

shelled from both sides. We could 
not reply for we were out of am- 
munition.

The Iruck was hilling on only 


Ihree cylinders which mean I was 
doing 30 miles, only aboul 2 m.p.h.

The Iwo soldiers 
with me had 


opened fire with rifles and a bren, 
which slopped one but nol the oth- 
er two. We wenl like this for 8 miles 
until Ihe Germans finally gave up, 
realizing they were gelling too far 
from Iheir own forces. 


I am writing this in a slow Ord- 


nance refilling depol, wailing for 
some vehicles to be made ready.

Ihe family budget against rising 
warlime taxes and increased living 
costs. 


For "Ginny" and her 
husband, 


Hal, like a million other Canadian 
families, at last are facing the real- 
ization that the old way of life has 
ended for the duration. 


Canada has been at war almost 


Ihree years, but Ihe real sacrifices 
of Ihe people are jusl beginning. 
The first hard blow will come in 
September when Ihe governmnt's 
drastic new war budget goes into 
effect, with higher taxes, compul- 
sory savings and income taxes de- 
ducted from pay rolls. 


Then almost a Ihird of Hal's sal- 


ary as a civilian employe in Ihe 
Army Informalion Service will be 
sliced off by income and 
olher 


laxes 
and 
compulsory 
savings, 


making il a light squeeze for Ihem 
to pay for essentials and have a 
few dollars lefl for some simple 
peasures. 


Most Canadians I have talked lo 


are like Hal and Ginny Miller— 
they figure Ihe cost isn't too much 
if 
the 
government 
spends 
the 


money wisely and the effort leads 
to victory. 


Whatever indecisions the govern- 


ment may have shown in prosecut- 
ing Ihe war efforl or in laking a 
firm sland on conscriplion of men 
for overseas duty. There has been 
none in Ihe realislic financial pol- 
icy directed by minister of finance 
J, L. Ilsley, a Ihrlfly fellow who 
is trying lo stick lo a pay-as-you-go 
basis so far as possible. . 


Canada spent about $1,500,000,000 


during the first World War, but the 
new budget for the coming fiscal 
year alone calls for war expendi- 
tures of some $3,000,000,000.
